THIS TIME of the year marks 
an unusual prevalence of infection 
involving the 
upper 
part« of the 
breathing apparatus Such troubles 
are promoted by sudden and unex­

In fact, the 
dangerous when it 
is overlooked, neglected or careless­ 
ly treated 
Has Air Spaces 
As its name indicates, it is an 
infection or inflammation within 
the mastoid bone. This is the bone j 
located behind the ear 
It is that 
hard bony 
prominence 
or bump 
which you may feel with your fin­ 
gers. 
The mastoid differs from other 
bones in that it ks honeycombed 
with numerous 
air 
spaces called 
"mastoid cell*”. These cells are so 
arranged 
th at they communicate 
with one 
another 
and ultimately 
connect with the inner ear. 
Since the inner ear connects with 
the nose and throat, it will be seen 
how readily infections can travel 
to the mastoid. 
For 
this 
reason 
mastoiditis is an occasional com­ 
plication of colds and other infec­ 
tions of the upper air passages. 
Once the germs reach the m as­ 
toid cells, there they rapidly mul­ 
tiply and form a lot of pus.

hard bone, with little chance 
for 
the pus to escape, it does damage 
As it accumulates the pressure gives 
rise to certain symptoms. 
Signs of Mastoiditis 
The most characteristic sign of 
mastoiditis is discomfort first and 
then severe pain behind the ear. 
Sometimes the pain is not so great 
and Is disregarded. In the begin­ 
ning it may be mistaken for an or­ 
dinary earache 
Soon 
there 
Ls 
swelling, with tenderness back of 
the ear. 
It 
Is 
frequently 
observed 
in 
adults, but is 
more ^ common 
in 
young children. Anyone susceptible 
to common colds, tonsilitis, earache 
or other infections of the head is 
in danger of the infection spread­ 
ing to the mastoid. This possibility 
ls particularly the case among un­ 
dernourished and anemic children 
and adults. 
The question

only be determined after a careful 
examination In many irifetancrs it 
can be avoided.
